A PERILOUS Tit IP. 

Exciting Ki<lc Over I lie Koot- 
enai i£;i|>iiis in u iisiicuii. 

(Waba Walla Statesman.) 
The following Hlory was told lo a States- 
man reporter by W. tl. Toles, who had 
juat mado the run of the Columbia river 
from the line of tho Canadian Pacific to 
the Little Dallea: The party consisted of 
Mr. Toles, James Bo wen, Archie and 
Paul MoDonnld and H. L. Wright. They 
Btruck tho Columbia at Parwell, the 
crossing of the river on the Cana- 
dian Pacific going west. At that point a 
bateau 33 feet in length, ti feet wide and 
a o foot beam was constructed of split 
cedar, and when completed and laden 
with worldly goods the voyage was begun. 

The first twenty-live miles was passed 
without any event worth mentioning. As 
the boat was gliding along rapidly in com- 
paratively smooth but swift water, a snag 
was suddenly encountered, which upset 
tho bateau in a twinkling, throwing the 
five voyagers into the ice-cold water and 
forcing them to swim for dear life. All 
hands landed safely on shore, but the 
bateau and its contents was gone, but for- 
tunately was captured again a few miles 
below, stranded on a rock in tho rapids. 
By this accident tho party lost about §200 
in currency, their matches, clothing, 
blankcta, provisions, etc., and of the en- 
tire outfit only one sack of Hour was 
Haved. Nothing daunted the party re- 
launched on the tiresome journey, trust- 
ing to luck for provisions, which they hap- 
pily obtained from others who were more 
successful in their journey. The Arrow- 
head lakes were reached, and there with a 
fair wind they made over sixty miles a 
day. 

Once through the lakes the Kootenai 
rapids were reached and there the fun 
commenced. The immense body of water 
flowing down the Columbia was here com- 
pressed through a narrow and rocky gorge 
and the seething waters boiled and threw 
up a mist so heavy that the banks could 
hardly be distinguished. The waves rolled 
twelve and fourteen feet high and broke 
over projecting rocks with a roar that deaf- 
ened the silent on-lookers, who gassed upon 
the scene with a feeling of awe, mingled 
■with fear. Everything ready, the bateau 
plunged into the first white capped wave, 
and for an instant was lost to sight, then 
again emerging into view it was shot like 
an arrow down stream, narrowly escaping 
being thrown on an ominous looking boul- 
der projecting from the water in mid- 
stream like a grim sentinel calmly await- 
ing the approach of the enemy to launch 
forth his messenger of death. Then the 
boat was suddenly drawn into a. calm, 
where the exhausted boatmen hoped for 
rest, but were to be disappointed, for the 
vvuter begins to describe a circle. The 
whirlpool is tilling and a moment's delay on 
the spot means death. The bateau ai.ul its 
precious cargo will be sucked into tho troub- 
lesome vortex and all will be lost. With 
the energy of desperation iho four oars 
boat tho water and suddenly the craft sho«ts 
forth and leaves the whirlpool behind, 
which by this time, as if maddened by the 
escape of its prey, boiled and seethed and 
whirled iu its seemingly frautic attempts to 
swamp its prey. 

Tho entire forty-two miles of Kootenai 
rapids was a repetition of such scenes, but 
the gallant crew, destined to an accident 
on the first day, were also destined to pass 
safely by the rapids, which means almost 
doath to pass over in a frail bateau. The 
journey of 220 miles was thus made in 
ti vo days. From that on the journey was 
made in comparative comfort and safety. 
A boat containing four Swedes passed 
down ahead and attempted to make the 
Little Dalles rapids, but being unac- 
quainted with them they were drawn into 
a whirlpool as it was filling and were 
sucked beneath tho water, and boat or 
men were novor seen again. Since last 
fall eighteen deaths by drowning on this 
river are known, and how many have 
passed away to the unknown through this 
watery gate will never bo discovered.

RUSSIA'S STEALTHY ADVANCES. 

In a recent lecture ut Sheffield, Pro- 
fessor Arniinius, the distinguished Cen- 
tral Asia traveller, addressed a numerous 
audience at Albert Hall, the subject be- 
ing Russian aggressions in Central Asia. 
Tlio professor, who is an Hungarian, said 
that his countrymen wore soul and body 
with the English nation, now that she 
was attacked by the tyrant that had ruin- 
ed the independence of Hungary. The 
lecturer said that on his return from Cen- 
tral Asia ho had an opportunity of meet- 
ing Lord Palrneraton, who said to him, in 
his usually vivacious stylo, "Sir, you had 
a nice walk across Central Asia; you have 
had a most interesting adventure. " His 
lordship listened moat at tentively to the in- 
formation ho gave him about Central 
Asia, but when he called Lord Palmer- 
Bton's attention to the tact that, the Rus- 
sians were stealthily and quietly progress- 
ing towards Tashkend, Lord l'almerston 
said to him, 1 'Sir, in regard to wl at you 
say as to the Russian progress in Central 
Asia and the danger which threatens us, 1 
believe that many generations will come 
and go before these things take place." 
They saw, then, that statesmen years ago, 
and even the best of them, were not infal- 
lible Not oven one generation had pass- 
ed before these things had come upon 
England. Scarcely years had passed 
siheo Lord Palmerston spoke those words, 
and now they saw not only Tashkend but, 
other parts under Russian rule. These 
movements made very little stir in Bri- 
tain, but they excited far more interest in 
other countries. Ho remembered going 
to Paris, where he was received by the 
Emperor Napoleon, who showed a parti- 
cular interest in the question. The lini- 
peror asked him whether it was really 
true that the Russians really threatened 
India. The Russians at that time refused 
to acknowledge that they were threaten- 
ing India. Prince Gortschakoff issued a 
diplomatic note pledging his word that 
Russians were poor, innocent quiet men, 
and that other people obliged them to 
conquer them. Prince Gortschakoff in 
that memorablo note to the European 
cabinets: — "We have behind ua the dreary 
sand; we cannot get a firm footing in it. 
We must have cultivable ground there to 
take a linn footing, and from that lirm 
ground we will govern the at present un- 
governable elements of the Kirghiz.." 
Certain European statesmen believed 
these things. He was sorry to say there 
wore statesmen who saw in all that he said 
truth like the holy gospel. People be- 
lieved that Russia would remain at Tash- 
kend and not go further, but many dis- 
believed it, and it turned out that the dis- 
believers wore right. One Russian sol- 
dier could easily put down 100 Tartars. 
The Russian was armed with good, mod- 
ern weapons and had good gunpowder; 
but the Tartar had only an old, rusty gun 
which rested on a kind of wooden fork. 
When he attempted to shoot he looked for 
a level spot and put the furl; on the 
ground. The other end was a cauldron- 
like cavity in which he placed his coarse 
powder. He then made a lire with stone, 
and having lig'.ited his tinder, he began 
to taj}_upoiiJfts. uywdej j flr ^fgAoir, the 
fork tumbled down, and God alone know 
where the ball went. To fight against 
such an oneiny needed no great bravery, 
and thero was nothii.g to boast of 
in victories thus achieved. Russia 
acquired the basin of the Jaxartea and 
finished her conquests in 1808, after hav- 
ing taken Samarcand, the old Tamarlano, 
or Timour, as in English. What they 
accomplished in Samarcand was not 
known, because Russia was described as 
the luminous fountain of civilization, "and 
of course the luminous fountain of civili- 
zation could not bo barbaric. After J808 
England continued to look with its accus- 
tomed indifference on those conquests. 
He (Professor Vatnbrey) wrote a letter to 
the Times which, he was sorry to say, was 
ridiculed. He was called a great alarm- 
ist, and people remarked what a pity it 
was that he spent his words and efforts in 
that way. What danger, those people 
asked, could thero be from Russia) Rus- 
sia, encouraged by the indulgence so fool- 
ishly shown, went, on to acquire Khiva, 
which she dealt with in the same way aa 
Bokhara, and then turned her attention 
to the remaining portion of Khokaud. 
In ten years Russia acquired the wh ile of 
Central Asia on the right bank of the 
Oxua, and a portion on the left bank. 
Then some uneasiness began to arise 
among Engliih statesmen, who now saw- 
that matters had become serious, and they 
began to ask themselves what the conse- 
quences would be if Russia crossed the 
Oaus and entered Afghanistan. Certain 
statesmen then began to stir the question, 
and they insisted that there must be a 
barrier erected between England and 
Russia, a barrier which should always de- 
clare a neutral country, or what was tech- 
nically called a buffer, between the two 
countries. That bull'er was discovered in 
Afghanistan. Those who like him (the 
lecturer) knew Afghanistan did not like 
the bull'er at all. it had neither the ten- 
acity nor the elasticity to be a good buf- 
fer, and they said so. But what could 
writers do against great statesmen; Af- 
ghanistan was declared the bull'er between 
England and- Russia, declared most sol- 
emnly, and accepted as such by Russia. 
Rut Russia could not keep to her word. 
The people who wen. the neighbors of the 
Russian empire always longed for Rus- 
sian rule, and besought them, auyillL' 
"Come, come, and conquer us." So Rus 
sia was obliged to turn from Khiva to the 
Turcomans, and never was there a more 
atrocious war made against any poor peo- 
ple than the Russians made against them. 
His young friend Mr. Marvin had given 
a gpod description of that war. After 
tho chief mine luul been blown up the 
Russians ran into the fortress of Ak 
Tapa, and out of 40,000 Turcomans' 10.000 
were killed by shells. When they fled 
tho Russians chased them, spoiled them 
of their property, and then butchered 
them in cold blood— not only soldiers, 
but old men, women and children. Thus 
General Skobeletl' could report to the em- 
peror that tho Turcomans wero quiet, for 
thero was no quiet like the quiet of death. 
Russia attained the goal of her desire. 
The Russians meant, after conquering 
Bokhara, to go on towards tho south and 
roach Afghanistan, but there they found 
they had made a mistake. Beyond Tur- 
kestan was a deset t which could not be 
crossed in less than six or eight weeks. 
Russia, therefore, saw that she could not 
proceed with tho conquest of Afghanis- 
tan in that way, and saw the necessity of 
turning round to the west and endeavoring 
to assail fndia by way of Merv and Herat. 
What tho Russians were doing in that 



part of the world was utterly unknown in 
England. He then described the further 
progress of Russia. It was agreed to send 
out a commission for tho delimitation of 
the frontier. He compared the straight- 
forward conduct of the British govern- 
ment with tho way in which Russia had 
escaped her part in the commission. That 
was in- the month of November. He 
wrote to the Times warning the English 
of what was going on. Then, instead of 
the Russian commission, they saw the 
Russian Cossack who crept on till ho was 
within two days' inarch of Herat. This i 
was tho climax which gave rise to that j 
diplomatic discussion which might or | 
might not finish the war. He could not 
as a man who had loved England I rum his 
early childhood as a man who should love 
England until ho reached his grave he 
could not refrain from coining to explain 
to the English the importance of that 
question. He looked upon Herat as the 
koy of India He showed how its impor- 
tance had been recognized by Alexander 
tho Great, 'Genghis Khan, Tamerlane, 
and others, who found that they could 
only tako India by first possessing them- 
selves of Herat. If Russia could tako 
that place she would obtain ho strong a 
position that she would not be easily 
driven out of it. They might now ask 
him what should bo done in order 
to avert the danger of war with 
Russia. The only thing was to show 
manly steadiness and li ruin ess of charac 
tor. Russia was encouraged to go where 
she was by nothing else but English for- 
bearance. If England's statesmen had 
not shown that indulgence towards Russia 
she would not have ventured to go far. 
It was most sinful indulgence, lie ridi- 
culed the proposal that England a .1 I! is- 
sia should divide the sp.ol, for while Eng- 
land did not itrive after fresh territory, 
Russia was stnvniL! for India. Russia 
had spent. §80,000,000 in advancing in the 
north in Central Asia, and she would 
never bo quiet until she got India into lu-r 
hands. The question was, were the Blin;- 
lish people willing to give up India and 
hand over to men who were unlit for the 
lask of civilization the glorious bequests 
of Clive and Hastings I lie did not be- 
lieve that. It would be the greatest mis 
fortune to humanity iT England handed 
over hor noble heritage to the barbarous 
Russians, lie laid particular stress upon 
this because on tin- continent the remark 
was spreading that England was abdieal 
ing. lie could not believe in the abilica 
tion of Grout Britain. England could not 
abdicate. They said that England would 
become, like Holland, a second-rate 
power, she would lose India, lose her for- 
tune; Germany woull take oho half id' the 
trade and Russi" the othnr half She 
would fall to pieces. So they said on the 
continent; but he believed it impossible, 
and it cut him to the heart when he heard 
such words. 

WHY HE HALTED. 

Sir Charles Wilson, who commanded the 
advance corps of the Khartoum expedition, 
has sent in official reports in response to 
the charge that Gen. Gordon might have 
boon rescued alive if the troops under his 
command had not been unnecessarily halt- 
ed at Gubat for three days. The report ex- 
plains that it was necessary to secure the 
small force at (iubnt against lie then 
threatened attack from Berber on the north 
and from Omdurniaii on tin- south. After 
the arrival of troops at Gubat it required a 
great deal of time to select crews and pre 
pare for tin- advance.

NEW MEXICO. 
De.nvkk, Colo., May 28 — The News' 
Silver City, New .Mexico, dispatch says: 
The Apaches are making bloody trails 
through this section. It is now thought 
that three or four different bands are dep- 
redating and murdering in as many sec- 
tions of the territory.

The ill fated vessel was struck and sunk 
in less than a minute rutrrviria flown 
...... ..<:, loeoiity four men, only 

two of whom were saved. Capt. II. U. 
Monroe, of the City of Rome, says the 
steamer left Liverpool May 20th. The 
weather was tine until Monday, when a 
dense fog came on. It was so thick that 
from the bow of tho boat it was difficult 
to see ..lie hundred feel a head. A great 
many icebergs were • passed between 10 
a. in. and •! p.m. The vessel's pace was 
slackened to half -speed; bells were rung 
and whistles sounded continuously. At 
] -1:10 a. in., when the fog was thickest, 
the men forward saw spars and masts of a 
bark appear in the mist barely twenty 
feet away. The bark lay at anchor, and 
according to the captain's story was not 
ringing us bell or keeping a lookout 
Signals to reverse engines were given, 
but she struck the bark, ami her iron 
bow cot thruugh the bark with as little 
resistance as if she had boon a piece of 
cheese The steamer was stopped and 
backed to where the bark had been, and 
two boats were lowered by this time. One 
of the four fishermen had sunk, two were 
clinging to buoys and tho third floated along 
i ho steamer supporting himself by a spar. 
Only two of the cre-.v were saved. Steer- 
age passengers who lauded from the City 
of I! line lit Castle Garden declare that 
tin- steamer was making at least fourteen 
knots an hour when i he collision occurred. 
A memorial to Captain Monroe was 
signed by tho cabin passengers, praising 
his efforts to save the survivors. 

NEBRASKA. 
LlNCOLIN, Nob., May 28. — A special to 
tho State. Journal from liu'tianola gives the 
following particulars of tho bursting of 
the water spout: (in Tuesday evening a 
party of 17 Bohemians en route to Dundy 
Creek camped in Richmaii canyon, half a 
mile froin Republic. iii river, nine miles 
east of tins place. At dark a heavy rain 
set in and about It) o'clock a water spout 
burst a .-hurt distance above Hooding the 
heretofore dry canyon to a depth of 15 
feel. This name down the canyon in 
waves, each rising a foot or two higher 
than its predecessor. The party was 
asleep in their wagons, tho one noarest 
tho bed of stream being occupied by John 
Meecek, wife and son, the center one by 
John Gainer and wife and four children 
and twoother children; tho third was oc- 
cupied by Jus. UavoliC, wife and three 
children. When the Hood struck the 
wagon Mavilic was lirst to arouse. He 
jumped up and grasped the wagon tongue 
and attempted to pull the wagon out. of 
the water.

Osmer had already jumped from his wagon 
and succeeded in getting his four children 
to shore, but before he could return to the 
wagon it was carried down the seething 
canyon. The first Macek knew of the situ- 
ation he was sailing down the stream. 
Seeing a tree just ahead, he bid his wife 
and son cling to him and he would try anil 
catch the tree. I le succeeded, but a sud- 
den stop shook off his wife and son and 
they went down in the Hood. Macek 
climbed into a tree, from which ho was ros- 
eued in the morning. Uavelic and Osmer 
finally found tho residence of Simon Jou- 
niugs and made known what happened.- 
Word was sent to Iudianola, and by noon 
100 people were searching for the bodies. 
Up to to-night but two of the 11 bodies 
missing have been found.

OUB OTTAWA LETTER. 

THE INLAND R VENUE BILL Trie SHORT 
LIKE RAILWAY -M'8UELLANC0U8. 

[From Our Own Correspondent.! 

Oitawa, May 18. 
There is commendation from all ([uar- 
tera fvr the proposed changes in tho 
method <>f collecting rovonuo on spirits. 
During the past three years Hon. Mr. 
Costigau has taken stops which, in the 
opinion of many, have none far in the 
direction of real tomporaiico. The first 
was to make it in tho interest of tho dis- 
tiller to produce an absolutely pure spirit 
by providing for a refund to thorn of SI 
per gallon for all fusil oil eliminated dur- 
ing the process of rectification or redis- 
tillation. The second step provided for 
the bottling of spirits in bond by distillers 
under excise supervision, the public thus 
being enabled to ascertain the ago and 
ipialily of the article they uro purchasing, 
instead of running tho risk of getting 
any vile compound tho grocer may sell. 
This year's bill proposes to change tho 
duty, making it payable, not on tho raw 
spirit after the first process of distillation, 
but upon t he quantity which goes into 
consumption. The loss by shrinkage 
through evaporation will no longor fall on 
distiller or consumer, and there will be 
no strong inducement to place new spirits, 
those liquors which ruin men's stomachs 
an.l craze their brains, on tho market. 
The bill, after a specific time, absolutely 
prohibits tho selling of new spirits. 

Till: SHORT 1.1 N I) RAILWAY. 

A groat struggle is going on between 
the representatives of the province of 
Quebec and tho maritime provinces gen- 
erally, although little is seen on tho sur- 
face. In order that the provinces down 
by the sea might participate in the bone- 
tits accruing from a direct through lino of 
rail way across the continent their repre- 
sentatives have for two or three seasons 
past been hammering away tu got a sub- 
sidy for an air line from Montreal to St. 
John, N. li. Their efforts have so far 
been so successful that tho government 
last session promised a subsidy, and which 
was voted by tho house. This "Short 
Line Railway" has not yet boon located, 
the snuggle tu which I have nude allu- 
sion referring to this very point. The 
shortest by far among tho many routes 
suggested is from Montreal, through 
the eastern townships, across u 
portion of tho stato of Maine, thouce to 
St. Jehu and Halifax. The representa- 
tives of Quebec city, however, and all 
the constituencies in the eastern part of 
Quebec are lighting Btronuously against 
this, becauso they want Quebec to bo tho 
summer port of tho Canadian Paeifiic

of tho routes goes on. Apait from this 
question the Quebec peoplo are anxious to 
secure the extension of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway from Montreal to 
Quebec city. The North Shore railway 
is in the bauds of, or is practically con- 
trolled by the Grand Trunk railway, and 
it is this particular section (North Shore) 
that the Quebec peoplo desire tho Cana- 
dian Pacific to obtain possession of. There 
is not much love lost between our two 
great Canadian roads, and the Grand 
Trunk knowing tho power they possess in 
the control of the North Shore soomingly 
are not willing to let go their hold. The 
president of the road, Sir Henry Tylor, is 
now on Ins way to Canada, and it is ex- 
pected that when he arrives there efforts 
■ will be made to indncu thu G. T. R. to 
give up the road. Failing this, the Quo- 
becers will advocate tho construction of a 
no* line oil the north bank of the St. 
Lawrence. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 
The house did not sit on Thursday (As- 
cension day). In only four provious years 
since confederation has tho houso been in 
session when this feto arrived, 1809, 1873, 
1878 and 1883. The holiday was a wel- 
come t'le. 

The daily sessions now commence at 1 :30 
o'clock, instead of it. Saturday sessions 
will be held in future. 

A number of members went for a trip 
over the Intercolonial Railway, and 
through the state of Maine. They got 
back yesterday, and unite in a'greoing that 
they had a good time. 

Several members are making an effort to 
pair oil' and leave for their respective 
homes. The opposition do not intend, ow- 
ino; to their numerical weakness, to grant 
this privilege to ministerialists. They ar- 
gue that if they do so, then the opposition 
side of the house might be paired off on- 
tirely. 

The half-breed commission is reported to 
be doing good work around Calgary. A 
crowd of speculators are. however, follow- 
ing them and buying up half-breed scrip for 
the price of a mere song. It is felt hero 
that the scrip should be made, transferable, 
at any rate for a yuiubor of years, or elso 
we shall be having these men making their 
complaints again, and difficulty will be the 
result.

UNEASY FEELING IN ENG- 
LAND, 



Fortification of Herat. 



New Yohk, May 22. — A cable special 
From London to tha Evening Fust Bay a: 
The black - .var cloud grow much larger 
last night. During the afternoon a report 
was circulated, intentionally from the 
foreign office, that everything was settled 
with Russia. In spite of this, so preva- 
lent is the feeling of dmquiat in all well- 
informed circles, that the moment news 
that the Guards had been stopped at 
Alexandria spread in the house of com- 
mons, every one was ready to beliuve the 
worst. Groups of members gathered in 
the inner lobby, discussing the meaning 
of tho news. In answer to the question, 
"What does it mean I" only one reply was 
on every one's lips, viz.: "Russia." Sir 
Arthur Hayter, financial secretary of the 
war oftiso, woro a look of great anxiety 
when admitting in tho house the fact of 
the detention. This naturally continued 
the suspicions. Tho Guards may, of 
course, have been stopped for the defense 
of Suakim, owing to a change in the gov- 
ernment's plan, or because new trouble is 
expected to arise over tho Bosphore- 
Egyptian incident; but every one here 
believoa it means more serious complica- 
tions with Russia. 

No doubt is felt that Russia's demands 
are growing daily. The last was probably 
for the cession of Maruchak, though there 
is even a rumor of Russia's proposing to 
comploto tha neutrality of Afghanistan, 
which, of course, would moan leaving it 
open for Russia's intrigues. Meantime, 
the Amoer, now much alarmed, is push- 
ing troops forward and fortifying Herat 
with a heavy battery, presented to him 
by England. War preparations in India 
have never been stopped, in spite of con- 
trary assertions. It is suggested that 
Russia will prolong negotiations till after 
tho general election here, in order to 
judge of the temper of the country with' 
the new electoral system. 

With regard to Gladstone's recent words 
about his retirement, 1 am able, as a re- 
sult of inquiries in the best quarters, to 
state the following with much confidence: 
Mr. Gladstone will, without doubt, retire 
upon tho dissolution of parliament, but 
this will not prevent him from taking op- 
portunities during recess to speak a num- 
ber of times, publicly, in defense of the 
policy of his administration. Having 
thus helped tho liberals back to power, ho 
will quit public life forever. But if war 
breaks out it is believed he will resign at 
once, leaving tho Marquis of Hartington, 
now minister of w«r, as premier to carry 
on the war.

NO. 116 — A BY-LAW. 



Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
buildings, and the storage of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
I ing By-Laws be it enacted by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 

the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Erection of Wooden Build- 
ing, 1879, Amendment By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted: 

"2 That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which i.s contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at tho northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Storo 
street, thence easterly across Storo street 
in a straight lino to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thence easterly alone the 
centre of Fisgard street to the cuntre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to the- contro of 
Courtenay street, thence along the centre 
of Courtonay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to tho point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo within 
the Fire Limits uf the said city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within tho said fire lim- 
its shall bo made. 

SI, No building other than with main 
walls of briek, iron or stnuo, and rooting 
of incombustible material, shall be erected 
or placed within the said lire limits. 

4. D shall be lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any officer therein mimed to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before tho Police Mag- 
istrate or any other . Justice of the Peace 
haying jurisdiction within tho said city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shod within the 
curtilage of another building and usud 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shed not exceeding ton feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and ton 
foot in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to bo erected wholly on or 
uver the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front; but no shed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within the said 
lire limits other than with rooting of in- 
combustible material. 

(i Tin- quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitted to lie stored or kept 
for salo or use in any building within the 
lire limits shall not exceed the following, 
namely : 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

For storage or salo, 15 tons. 

For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw of portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8 This Bylaw may bo cited as the 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885 "
